We doubt Chat muiy rdahoana htve been at the 
opinion that any child wai schooled at Ooodlns's in- 
stitution for the blind that had partial vnion, Thcre- 
lora there will lie considerable concern when the public 
hai dijcsted the statement of reeognlird cducntlonnl 
personnel that thue slUdenla belong In public schools. 
Certainly . tew Jdahoans win have such little, concern 
that they wju dlareg'snl this tlbittlon. 

Oo^%mo^ Smylle haa not hrjiUited to Intervene In 
thne matter! nt Oooding despite the tad that there 
has been criticism over his supposedly exceeding his 
authority. We. do not autucrlbe lo this reasoning, ot 
course. The Eovemor -actod promptly and properly at 
the head of the Jdaho aLBt« sovemment to bring about 
Utt proper idmlnlstrsUon at the Ooodictr school. Too 
otten In other years the lack ot Inlerut In such mnl- 
tcra on the part ot Idaho governors has allowed atnte 
Institutions to disintegrate to a point ot publl^scandnl.
